new and (he trufts it will be found) ufeful 
matter. \ 

In -the remarks affixed to the formule 
heretofore publifhed, many practical obfer- 
vations have been blended ; whilft a number 
of original formule communicated to the 
author by practitioners of eminence, have 
been introduced in the alphabetical arrange- 
ment. | 

On the whole, it is hoped, that not only 
the young, but even the experienced furgeon,

will find, in the following fheets, matter 
worthy of his regard; no endeavours having 
been fpared to render the work complete, 
not only in its leading character of a chirur. 
gical Pharmacopoeia, but alfo in that of a 
summary of the practice of Medical furgery, 
which indeed formed no immaterial part of 
_ the original defign. 3 
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ADVE RTISEMENT. 


ii is a faé&t of which every medical man muft be 
-aware, that, in the Pharmacopoeias already extant, a 
very inconfiderable number of formule are included for 
‘the particular ufe sf furgeons, and many of thefe happen 
-to be fuch as individwals do not altogether approve. Tt 
may indeed be very reafonably difputed, whether the 
learned bodies who have for a feries of years, fent forth 
their inftru€tions on this fubje&, be aétually competent 
to the tafk of dire&ting what remedies are adapted to the 
practice of a branch of the ‘healing art with which they 
profefs ‘to have no acquaintance whatever; and they 
“would perhaps have «done well, had they acknowledged 
‘this incompetency, by leaving entirely out of their new 
‘editions, the few topical remedies that are at prefent ine 
-Cluded inthem. The defign of the following pages, is‘to 
Supply the deficiencies alluded to, and to furnifh the chi- 
‘rurgical practitioner, with a complete collection of thofe 
formule, which, in the courfe of his profeffional engage- 
‘ments, he muft neceffarily ftand in need of. 

Since the publication of the Theory of Chirurgical Phare 
macy, awork, at this time, in a great meafure, obfolete, 
and difgraced alfo with receipts for cofmetics and other 
ridiculous compofitions, nothing of this kind has been at- 
tempted. The pralfice of the different Hofpitats, has indeed 
been the fubje& of a fomewhat later publication, but its 
known inaccuracy, the unfcientific way in which it is put 
together, and the very few chirurgical remedies included 
in it, afford the praditioner avery {canty fhare of informa 
tion. Inthe prefent work, particular care has been taken 
to admit only fuch formule as are applicable to furgery, 
and, of thofe, none but really ufeful and efficacious remee 


dies. Where this rule is difregarded at leaft, it is only 
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on the authority of fome eminent practitioner, whofe pare 
tiality to a particular remedy, has: been grounded on a 
long experience of its good effects, and whofe name fur- 
niffres a fort of fanétion for its introdu€tion. 
"In the nomenclature, as firi& an attention is paid as 
the cafe would. admit, to the plan very properly purfued 
‘by the London College; but, in fome few cafes; as the 
reader will readily perceive, it has been found ign peh tie 
cable. 
Since the eBiice of Pes inavoidebly embracés 
‘many of the remedies of the phyfician, it has alfo been 
found neceffary to pay a degree of attention to them; but 
this is done to no farther an extent) than the cuftoms of 
medical furgery may be fuppofed to.warrant. To all the 
formule direétly:taken fromthe College, a diftinguifhing 
mark has been afixed.. The more operofe of thefe, as the - 
chemical. preparations, &c.. are merely named, and their 
ufes, in a concife way,’ pointed out. The more’ pharma- 
ceutical compolitions, as the collyria; liniments, unguents, 
&c. are detailed, and their mode of applicatiom{poken of. 
Laftly, it may be proper to obferve, that CHESELDEN’S 
Short Effay towards a- Pharmacopoéia Chirurgica; annexed’ to 
Le Dran’s Operations, furnifhéd the general hint forthe pre- 
fent publication, which, it’ is hoped, will be found’ -

; Soe is an article by no means unwor- 
thy of being claffed amongft our chirurgical 
remedies, Independent of its convenience and 
*fficacy when applied in the form of a cata- 
ylafm to {prained joints, as will be noticed in 
‘ts proper place, it forms an eligible lotion © 
‘er inflammation of the fkin, when joined with 
ifkohol and water, in about equal proportions. 

At the Glocefter Infirmary, it has been found 
of fervice in quickening the exfoliation of ca- 
-jous bone; an effeét, which, in all likelihood, 
‘$ Owing ‘to its known property of diffolving 
the earthy part of bone. 

Mr, Cleghorn, a brewer in Edinburgh, has 
communicated fome accounts of its excellent 
sffets when immediately applied to burns — 
and fcalds, A perfevering application of it im 
thefe cafes, affuages the violent {marting, anc xs

of fubftance, At a proper period after the ac- 
cident, he applies powdered chalk in a fuflici- 
ent quantity to abforb the difcharge, and coverg

Four pints of water being added to the lime, 
are to be allowed to ftand for one hour; after 
which, the kali and the reft of the water are to 
be joined, The mixture is then to be-boiled for 
a quarter of an hour, and when cold, ftrained 
off, 

‘This is the foap-ley of the old Difpenfatory,’ 
It has been thought capable of diffolving urina- 
ry calculi, and with this view has been given in 
-confiderable dofes, and for a length of time, in 
feveral inftances. Thefe trials, however, have 
not proved fo fuccefsful as could have been 
wifhed, nor is the exhibition of fo attive a re- 
medy unattended with difadvantageous confe- 
quences to the fyftem; for which reafon, under 
the name of mephitic alkaline watey, vegetable al. 
kali fuperfaturated with fixed air, has of late : 
been fubftituted in nephritic complaints, and is 
very ftrongly recommended by Dr, Percival and 
— WIiters.

AQUA LITHARGYRI ACETATI, (LZ) 
K Lithargyri lib, 1j unc. iv 
Aceti diftillati cong, j. 

Thefe are to be boiled together, keeping the 
mixture conftantly ftirred, till only fix pounds 
ef liquid remain. 

This preparation of lead is in too general’ 
ufe to need any particular remark. It is fel- 
dom if ever employed, in furgery, in an undilu- 
ted ftate. The late Mr. Juhtamond however, 
and Dr. Chefton of Glocefter, ufed to apply it 
mixed with an equal proportion of a fpirit re-— 
fembling the tin@tura ferri muriati, to the edges. 
of cancerous fores, 

It is to be feared, this remedy has, in a num- 
ber of cafes, promoted the views of furgery at 
the expence of the patient’s gencral health ; 
the abforption of lead into the fyftem, having, 
as is well known, a very pernicious tendency, 
and inducing difeafes, which, Dr. Fordyce af- 
ferts, go on notwithftanding the caufe is re 
moved, and in the end prove fatal. : 
- On this account, many praétitioners have 
. given up the ufe of this remedy, and have had 
recourfe to folutions of vitriolate@ zinc, which,

ARGENTUM NITRATUM. (L) 


"This is the mildeft of the cauftics ufed in fur- 
very. Its utility as an occafional application, 


9 ulcers, is well known. 

Mr. Hunter recommends its ufe on the firlt 
(ppearance of a fhanker, and before the fur- 
‘ounding parts can be fuppofed to have parta- 
ten of venereal contamination. He direéts the 
Jauftic to be fcraped to a point, like a black 
ead pencil, fo that thofe parts-only that are 
ceally difeafed. may come in contact with it; 
ind he advifes the repetition of this procefs, till 
the laft flough which is thrown off, leaves the 
fore florid and healthy, like the granulations ofa 
imple ulcer. From this treatment, there is a 
chance, that the conititution will not be infect- | 
ed: but it is neverthelefs confiftent with pru- 
dence, to exhibit quickfilver in fome way or 
other, at the fame time. 

One thing however ought to be are by 
way of caution, namely, that the glans penis, in - 
fome, particularly in fcrofulous patients, is lia- 
ble to flough, and that very largely, on the 
application even of flight cauftics, An in- 
{tance is known to feveral in this metropolis, 
of a gentleman who underwent this’ kind of 
treatment, under the hands of a practitioner of 
cconfiderable reputation, W} ith the lofs of half 
this penis. In habits of this defcription, it is 

Be 
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not uncommoneven fora fhanker to flough spon- 
taneoufly. Where there is a great degree of in- 
flammation in the fhanker itfelf, as well as in the 
furrounding parts, great circumf{pection is cer- 
tainly neceffary in the firft trial of this remedy. 
Mr, Hunter directs it alfo in the cure of ftric- 
tures, in which cafe it is to be paifed, through 
a canula, down the urethra, till it comes inta 
contact with the difeafed part. 
- This method however is only applicable 
in. particular cafes, fuch more efpecially as we 
find illuftrated by an engraving in his Treatife 
onthe Venereal Difeafe, where a fimple membra- 
nous fubftance is formed acrofs the urethra, fo 
as with the help of a fmall ftone lying immedi- 
. ately behind, totally to obftru& the paflage of . 
the urine. Doubtlefs, in that inftance, the patt- 
ent’s life might have been faved by the cauftic, 
Thofe firi&tures however, which will admit the 
tube necefflary for the conveyance of the cauftic 
up to that point where its a€tion is moft imme- 
diately requifite, are, comparatively {peaking, 
very few.

This is the cauftic fo extenfively ufed, under 
tthe name of arfenical cauftic, by the late Mr. 
Juftamond in his treatment of cancers, It iS, 
sperhaps, one of the moft ufeful of this clafs of re- 
rmedies, being remarkably well calculated for the 
edeftru&tion of excrefcences, or for the removal 
cof parts, in ill-conditioned ulcers, which feem 
tto obftrué their healing, 

It may be reduced to any degree of mildnefs 
iby the addition of powdered opium, which, in 
Home meafure, alfo a&s fpecifically, in diminifh. ’ 
‘ing the violence of the pain, 


BALSAMUM PERUVIANUM CUM:

CALOMELAS, /L) 


This preparation of quickfilver is in fuch. 
igeneral ufe as to need no particular defcription. 
it has lately however. been adminiftered with. 
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fuccefs, in thofe paralytic affe€tions which have 
been Sie afibnct by the abforption of lead. In 
thefe cafes, it not only aéts generally on the fy{- 
tem, but locally on the inteftines, fo as to obvi- 
ate the conftivation which ae takes 
place. 


CALX CUM KALI PURO. (L) 


This is the caufticum commune fortius of the 
old Difpenfatory. The principal ufe to which 
it has been applied, has been for the purpofe _ 
of opening abf{ceffes; but this is more expedi- 
tioufly done by the application of kali purum. 


CATAPLASMA ACETI. 


This cataplafm may be made with vinegar 
and oatmeal only, or with the addition of bread ~ 
crumbs, It isa fimple but effeftual remedy for 
f{prains or bruifes, and anfwers beft if applied 
cold, in which ftate it alfo has confiderable ef. 
feé&t in ftopping the progrefs of {crofulous en- 
largements of the bones. A fmall quantity of 
linfeed-meal may be added, to give the whole a 
greater degree of tenacity than can be expetted 
from the bread and oatmeal where heat is not 

employed. 


- CATAPLASMA ALUMINIS, (L): 
‘his is prepared: by brifkly ftirring a lump of 
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um in the whites of two eggs, till they form a 
gagulum, which is found very ferviceable in. 
vhthalmia, that of the purulent kind more: 
pecially. It is to be applied to the eye be- 
ween two pieces of thin linen rag. As a re» 
edy for chilblains it is alfo very efficacious,

The ufe of plafter of Paris as a cataplafm to 
ulcers, was introduced into prattice by Mr. 
Blizard at the London Hofpital. Its effe&s 
were at firft thought very flattering, though 
the principle on which it was applied has ne- 
ver been well explained; but a farther trial 
does not appear to have confirmed its ufeful- 
nefs, The powdered plaier is mixed in the 
common way, with wattr, anc applied, while 
foft, to the ulcer, where it hardens and is fuf- 
fered to remain for two or three days before it is 
reriewed. It is principally adapted for the 
treatment of that kind of ulcer in. which a 
want of vigour is apparent, | 


CATAPLASMA CARBONIS. 


--To about half a pound of the common farina- 
«eous cataplafm, two ounces of wood charcoal, 
in very fine powder, are to be added, and the 
whole mixed well together. 

This remedy is in ufe at the Worcefter In-_ 
firmary, where it is found of confiderable fervice 
‘in fweetening foetid ulcers and difpofing them > 
to granulate favourably, |

This is prepared by ftirring into the grounds

"To the fomentum cicutze add as much oat- 
eal as will fufhciently thicken it. This poul-.

‘ter, to diminifh their fenfibility and amend 
ce difcharge. The frefh herb, bruifed, was 
referred for thefe purpofes, by Mr. Juftamond, 
ad is perhaps more to be relied on. 


CATAPLASMA CUMINI. (L)

CATAPLASMA DAUCI. 


This cataplafm, which has been found of fers. 
‘vice in fweetening putrid ulcers, particularly 
‘thofe of the cancerous kind, is prepared merely 
dy boiling carrots a fufficient length of time 
‘and mafhing them upinto a pulp. Turnips are 
fometimes prepared in the fame way, and are 
found to anfwer the fame purpofe. -Both are 
to be applied to the ulcer, without the inter- 
vention of lint or any Other fubftance. 

It is comrnon with fome practitioners, to apply 
thefe fubftances in their raw flate, and finely 
grated. But this kind of poultice, in which 
the particles are auftere and granular, does not 
feem tobe preferable to the former in its effects, 
and, to an.irritable fore, cannot but be a very 
uncomfortable kind of application, 


‘CATAPLASMA E®FERVESCENS, 


This cataplafm is prepared by ftirring into 
‘an infufion of malt ({uch as may be readily ob- 
tained from the ale or porter brewers) as much’ 
‘Oatmeal as is required to make it of a proper 
thicknefs, and afterwards adding about a {poon- 
ful of yealt, This is by much the molt effec. 
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al way of applying fixed air to ulcers, cancers, 
or other local affe€tions requiring to be treated 
vith powerful antifeptic remedies. In apply- 
ng it, care muft be taken not to bind it on 
90 clofely, as the fermentation, a fhort time 
ifter its application, will be confiderable, and 
ss bulk, of courfe, fo increafed, as to put the 
lloths and bandages which confined it very much 
m the ftretch, 


_ CATAPLASMA FARINACEUM. 

Tt has been the cuftom, for a very long pe- 
iod, to employ milk in the compofition ot a 
‘read-poultice; but as it is liable to turn four by 
he heat of the body, and poffeffes no greater 
iroperty of relaxing the fkin than water, we 
nould prefer the latter. It is prepared effec- 
wally and with very little trouble, by merely 
daking flices of new bread, in boiling hot wa- 
ar, till they are fwollen and perfe@ly foft, It 
; neceflary to pour away, and even to prefs 
mt, as much water as may appear to be fuper- 
uous, and the bread may then be beaten up 
vith a fpoon. 

This compofition will be rendered {till more 
‘omplete, if we ftir into it a {mall quantity of 
infeed meal, which has the double advantage 
f binding its parts together, fo that it fhall not 
mear and cling to the fkin, and alfo of retaine 
ag, for a much longer time, that moifture, on

the prefervation of which, its sania properties 
‘chiefly depend. 
The addition of oil, or any kind of unguent 
in poultices, is deftruétive of their eflicacy, and — 
‘cannot be too ftrenuoufly prohibited,

for thofe anomalous {fwellings which arife from — 
‘vifcid fecretions, Jt was firft introduced inte 
England by the Heflians and Hanoverians, with 
whom it is much in , for*gouty and rheuma- 
tic affections,

This is reckoned a good emollient, and is uni- 
verfally adopted by the hofpitals; but it is 
doubtful whether the poultice of bread and 
dinfeed do not excel it, as there is too great an 
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abundance of flimy mucilage in the linfeed 


alone, to anf{wer, completely, the purpofes of a 
relaxant,

It may not be amifs to mention here, that in 
all cafes of ophthalmy where a catapla{m is 
preferred, it fhould be applied to the naked 
eye, unlefs its ingredients be fo rough or the 
eye fo irritable as to render that imprudent; in 
which cafe, the ufual way of inclofing it be- 
tween two pieces of gauze or thin linen rag is 
to be adopted, though the experiment will at 
ence Shew, how impoffible it 1s, in this way, to 
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bring the remedy clofely into conta& with the 
difeafed part. ; 

This cataplafm is among the remedies em- 
ployed in the Hofpital of Invalids at Paris, but 
the apples are there direéted to be mixed with 
wmilk, which, coagulating, forms a compound 


probably of lefs eflicacy than the apples alone.

Hunterand other furgeons of eminence, 


CATAPLASMA RADICIS SOLANI TU-

‘A quantity of raw potatoes are to be pound. 
ed in a mortar to a proper degree of finenefs, 
This, though a vulgar remedy, is neverthelefs 
a very ufeful application ‘to parts that have been 
~ {calded or burnt, but chiefly in the former cafe, 
They are to. be applied cold, which contributes 
‘ferther to the property they poffefs of refifting 
the progrefs of the inflammation.

On the medicinal properties of hemlock, a 
great diverfity of opinions have been maintain- 
ed, and for this there is a mode of accounting, 
of which few perhaps are aware. 

According to fome writers, but more parti- — 
cularly Dr. Withering, there are feveral ways 
in which the views of a medical pragtitioner, in 
prefcribing this remedy, may be fruftrated. The 
plant chofen for preparing the extract, may 
not be the true conium maculatum, which is 
diftinguifhed by red {pots along the ftalk. It 
may not be gathered when in perfe€tion, namely, 
when beginning to flower. The infpiffation of 
the juice may not have been performed in a 
water-bath, but, for the fake of difpatch, over a 
common fire. The leaves, of which the powder 
is made, may not have been cautiouily dried and 
preferved in a well.ftopped bottle ; or if fo, may 
{till not have been guarded from the ill effects 
of expofure to the light. Or laftly, the whole, 
medicine may have fuffered from the mere effects 
of long keeping. From any of thefe cautes, it 
is evident, the powers of cicuta may have fuf- 
fered; and it happens, no doubt, very frequent-

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ly, that the failure of it ought, in fa€t, to be at- 

tributed to one or other of them. 

The mode of adminiftering hemlock, is by 

- beginning with a very {mall dofe, and augmen-

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eafed mucus, which he fuppofed greatly to coh- 
tribute to the augmentation of the ftone. 

Mr. Bell of Edinburgh, ftrongly recommends 
it in that ftate of a gonorrhcea where the irita- 
bility of the bladder is excited in a high de- 
gree, and where the urine is loaded with vifcid 
matter, In thefe cafes, he direéts the powder 
-to be given in dofes of a fcruple.or half a dram 
three times a day. A remedy of this fort is 
certainly a great defideratum in furgery.
